OWBNSBOBO, Oct. 21, 1861. 
Editort Democrat — Gentlemen: Matters 
have asftumed a decidedly military aspect 
in the ^eoond Congressional Distriot. She 
promises to ba the banner distriot in the 
way of Rising troops. There is no longer 
any it%t of the destruction of locks num- 
bars oifei and two, they being secured by a 
oompet^nt force. 

Sx i^endersoB, besides a regiment of 
Indian^. troops stationed there, ColonelJ. 
M. ShaiAelford Is rapidly filling up a regL 
metit of Kentucky volunteers. At Owens- 
boro Co'onel Jackson is organizing his 
regineO'^f cavalry, and Colonel Burbridge 
his regiment of infantry. Af Calhoon, 
Colonel Hawkins has about filled his regi 
ment of infantry, and at Hartford, Colonel 
John H McHenry, an energetic young man 
of this county, and a true military man, is 
rapidly filling up kis regiment, making five 
regiments that will be filled in four contig 
U 0 U 8 counties. Many cf 'the reernits come 
in from the counties south of Green river, 
where they have been driven from their 
homes by the violence of Secessionists and 
Confederate soldiers. 

You will see, by reference to the map, how 
easily these forces might be concentrated, 
and how important they might become in 
certain contingencies Many of tbe people 
are crnstantly fearing a sudden inroad of 
Confederates, in snperior nnmbera, from 
Bcwlinggreen, Russellville, or Hopkins- 
ville. 

The Colonels dorCt tay anything bat no 
doubt would be highly gratified to catoh such 
a force this side of Oreeu river. The men 
are supplied with the very best arms known 
to the service. 

In addition to these regular forces, every 
true Union man in the county is ready to 
seize his rifle, shot gun, or the musket that 
has been furnished him. as a member of tbe 
Homs Guard?, and rush to the resoue upon 
any emergency. 

It is gratifying to observe the effect the 
invasion has had upon the Union sentiment 
of this county. So far from being weakened 
or intimidated, the Union men have main- 
tained their cumbere, atd grown in bold 
ness and determination.

— Three negro^ made their 
escape from their maeters in Jefferaon 
county on Saturday night, and cressed the 
river, where they found a free negro ready 
to convey them on their way' to Chicago 
They were followed, the eitixens of Illinois 
rendering a hoarty assistanoe in the work — 
and were captured on Tuesday, six miles 
from .\lton, and delivered ia tjiis city. The 
free negro escaped. — St. Lextie Republican. 

The follewicg dispatob* fri» #«#>irgoB 
City, to the 8t. Louis D 2 moernt, contains 
all tbe news of importance at that point. 
It is dated the 23d: 

PiiBsergvrs by the train just from the 
west, report that our scanting parties are 
comiaually attacked by bands cf rebels, 
returned from Price’s army, who wait in 
ambush for them, fire, and then make their 
epcaoe. 

Last night a snonting party under Capt. 
Turniey W13 firfd upon from an ambush ten 
miles from Georgetown. The captain re- 
ceived a shot in the arm, one of his men 
was killed and two wounded. The assas- 
sins escaped. 

On Sunday Coicnel Eads had penetrated 
with a scouting party as far as Warrensburg, 
and finding all quiet, left his company to 
speed the night with his family. 

In the night he was awa’xened by a person 
outside pretending to have important dis- 
paspa'ches. On opening the window, a 
drz?n shots were fired at him. By a 
miracle, he escaped nnhart. 

There are believed to be 400 of these 
returned rebels, ready for mischief, in 
Pettis county alone. 

A great cumber cf sick have been left at 
Otferville and Georgetown. 

I'- was rumored at Syracuse. a.s the train 
passed through, that Johnson has crossed 
from Tennes-ce wiih 30,000 men, joined 
Price and taken C'?mmand of the army, and 
that bigel was falling back.

It was a glorious victory on cur part, and 
a disastrous defeat to the enemy. This is 
glory enough for one day. 

The battle lock place one mile sou^h cf 
Frerfericktown, where the road to Greecvil!*» 
orcBses a kind of raviae. Tha eaemy were 
well p.^et^^ in the corn-fields and brush on 
both sides of the road beyor.d t'ne ravine. 
Their cannon were wall planted, too. f>r the 
purpose of defending the roal against our 
approach. Whilst all the troops wereeag“r 
for the fray, most of the fighting fell to the 
share cf tbe Indiana cavalry and Col. Ross' 
Seventeenth Illinois. 0:'ner regiments could 
only participate in taa chase, which com 
mecced in less than an hour after the first 
gun was fired Tha enemy ware rursued 
eight or ten mRes, they soatteriog off to the 
right and left by every practicable rou^e 
The retreat was on the line of the Greenville 
road, and the remnant of Thompson’s army 
is makiog for Arkansas in double quick 
time. 

Ojr loss in killed does not exceed six. 
and thrra are not more th.an twenty who 
are serious’y wounded. The loss of the 
enemy is Loi I 333 than two hundred i-n 
il'led srd wounded. Twenty five dev.l 
bodies were buried from a single field yes 
terday, aud othexs were found upon the line 
of the retreat for miles beyond the battle- 
fisid 

We capture 1 twenty- seven prisoners, 
together with a lot of arms, etc. Most of 
the guns are of the most ordinary descrip- 
tion of fquirrcl rifles or shotguns, some cf 
them with iha old iliat lock. 

Our wcur.d-jid, together with the renain* 
of Maj Gavitt aud Capt. Hyman, were 
brought to Ironton last night. .4. few of the 
wouttdeJ, with thtss two gallant effiaers, 
have been seat up to 8t Louis by te.diy’r 
train. A^so the body of private McClain, 
of the same regiment. 

Our whole force left Fredericktown yes- 
terd.ay noon in pursuit of the fugitivee. 
It IS very questionable whether they will be 
able lo.oveiuaul them this side of the .Yrkan 
sas line.

Our dispatches contain same very import- 
ant intelligence this morniBg — one cf the 
most important items being the completion 
of the telegraph line to San Francieco, and 
the passage of messages over it. Another 
item states 'that the Keystone State, U. 8. 
gunboat, was not in Delaware Bay towing a 
propeller, supposed to be the propeller Sal- 
via, which was bound for Key West with 
contraband goods for the rebels. Our dis- 
patches from Lexington confirm the news 
we give in onr local colnmns of a capture 
of cavalry by Capt. Craddock. A special 
dispatch to one of the New York papers 
makes oat the Edwards’ Ferry battle to be 
a defeat of the Government forces ; but 
those “ specials ” are so fond of lying, we 
never believe them. 

James Boacb, a partially drunken sailor 
from Cleveland, 0., was found lying partly 
across a track that runs through the Madi- 
son street tunnel, in Chicago. Both of his 
legs had been cut off by the wheels of a 
train which had passed ehortly before bis 
groans attracted the attention of a watch- 
man.

A Nice Little Operation. 

Day before yesterday Colonel Bruce, at 
Lexington, received word that a company 
of cavalry was about to leave Winchester, 
Clark ocuntj, with the intention of joining 
the rebel forces under Preston and Williams, 
at Prestonsburg, Floyd county. He imme 
diately sent Capt. Craddock with a detach- 
ment of 24 men in pursuit, with the design, 
if possible, of cutting them off. Oa arriving 
within a distance of five miles from Win- 
chester, Capt. Craddock learned that the 
company numbered 41, all well armed and 
well mounted. He immediately sent a 
messenger to Winchester, called out the 
Home Guards, and they made pursuit. The 
cavalry company were surrounded, and the 
entire number captured without so much as 
firing a gun. Capt. Crsddook arrived a 
Lexington yesterday after dinner with the 
trophies of his exploit, and they were put 
into safe keeping. This little affair has 
proven Capt. Craddock a good and skillful 
officer.

Nelson on the Wat — Mr. David Thomas, 
sutler of Cc!. Hams’ regimenf, who has 
arrived in Cincinnali, reporied to the Com- 
mercial that he left Gen. Nelson at McCor- 
mack’s Gap, on the road from Olympian 
Springs to Prestonebarg. The brigade eon 
sisted of the Ohio 21, 21st, and 33d, Met- 
calTs Kentucky regiment (about six hundred 
men), and Capt. Kunkle’s artillery, six 
pieces. The effective force was abont four 
thousand meb. CoL Len. A. Harris, with 
the 2d Ohio, had the advance. They ex- 
pected to be at Hazel Green, where the 
enemy have been reported in considerable 
force Thursday night. The troops were in 
high spirits, and fall of determination to 
run the rebels out of Eastern Kentucky. 
A correspondent of the same paper, writing 
from Camp Gill on the 20th, states that the 
forces at that point were on the move to 
McCormack’s Gap, or two miles beyond, 
but he did not think they would stay there 
more than a week. He expected when they 
arrived two miles beyond the Gap they 
would have considerable bush-fighiing, as it 
was only eight miles from Hazel QIFeeff, 
where there were said to be 2 200 rebels 
pretty well armed. He then adds : 

We are up in the pine mountains, and 
there are fifty places near cur new camp 
where 200 or 300 secesh could hide, and 
surprise us when we are not thinking of 
them. But we shall be extremely watchful, 
and they will have to be very sharp to catch 
us with our eyes shut. Our camp at the 
Pass can be defended against 5,000 men by 
our regiment. Gen. Williams, with 3,500 
men, is some 26 mi'es from the Pass. About 
half of his men are well armed The re- 
mainder will receive arms from the South 
in a s'nort time They have received seve 
ral thousand stand cf rified muskets from 
the So’uth within the last week or ten days 
and will get more in a few days. If we had 
two regiments more and plenty of wagons 
we could drive them from this section of 
Kentucky, and advance on Camn Dixie, 
near Prestonsburg. Ky., where J. C. Breck- 
inridge, with 7,500 secesh and six cannon, 
is entrenched. .About half of these are well 
armed, and the remainder very poorly. Of 
his men 2,500 or 3,000 are cavalry, well 
armed with tide arms (a few carbines) and 
good sabers. 

From the Paris (Ky.) Citizen of yesterday, 
we learn that Col. Vandevere’s 35th Ohio 
regiment is now encamped on the fair 
grounds near that place, having arrived last 
Tuesday. That paper also states that Capt. 
Kunkle, of Ohio, arrived last Saturday, in 
command cf a company of 1-50 artillerists, 
with a battery of six pounders, and left the 
next day for Olympian Springs. As the 
camp is removed from that point, of course 
Capt. £. will proceed to join General Nel- 
son’s column. A cavalry company accom- 
panied the artillery. 

A letter in the Bulletin from camp at 
Nolin, contains the following in reference to 
Buckner and other rebel leaders : 

The farmers who live along down the road 
near the rebel lines tell some rich stories 
of the rebel leaders. For instance, they 
say that the ponderous Humprey Marshall 
escaped to the rebel camp by disguising 
himself in an old tattered jeans suit, crown, 
less greasy slouch hat, and one shoe and onz 
boot, both full of holes. Part of the way 
he was brought in a buggy ; but t'ne critical 
part of the road he travelled in the above 
flight, trudging along on foot, driving a 
couple of scrawny little cows before him. 
They also teil many anecdotes of Buckner, 
all of which bear marks of truth. They 
say when he heard that the numbskulls and 
dastards to whom he trusted for stealing 
trains to transport his troops to Muldrough’s 
Hill, had burnt bridges and exaggerated 
Rousseau’s handful of men into an army ten 
thousand strong, and thus caused him to 
stop at Green river and loose his golden op- 
portunity forever, his rage came near 
proving fatal to hiirself and two or three of 
the culpri'B who had fled to bim. 

You may expect to hear of hot work out 
here shortly. 1 believe a serious fight will 
take place very soon. This division is be.< 
ginning to feel its strength and to desire to 
use it. The distance between us and the 
rebels will be very materially shortened in 
a day or two, and if Buckner’s men are as 
keen for a fight as I think they are, he can- 
not help but fight.
